thon of the commercinl ' 
policy of Soviet Ruasia has 
been In progress, one sign 
of which fs a more forth- 
coming attitude to foreign 
trade on the part of the 
Russian authorities. New 
trading arrangements have 
been innde with countries In 
all parta of the world, and 
Rusaln has become n large 
buyer of certain commodi- 
ties. Petroleum and its 
products, which have har«ly 
figured in Russian exports 
nince befure the Second 
World War, have now come 
to occupy a prominent place 
in the trade and barter 
agreements negotiated by 
the Soviet Government. And 
more recently foreign sales 
eof gold have occurred on 
uw very large seale, ahip- 
ments {o Western Europe 
during the last quarter of 
1953 belug estimated at 
some £35 million. 


INCE 1946, a large part of 
the Russian economic 
effort is known to have been 
concentrated on the expan- 
sion of heavy industries and 
rearmament, Whether 
because rearmament is 
considered to have been 
carried far enough, or 
because popular demands 
have become uncomfortably 
insistent, definite promises 
have been made of botter 
living standards, which in 
Russia today means, broad- 
ly, a larger supply and a‘ 
#reater variaty of foodstulls 
in the towns, and more con- 
sumer goods, particularly in 
agricultural urcas, The 
emphasis in manufacturing 
is being transferred from 
heavy to light) induatries, 
undo larger volume of con- 
sumer goods, and certain 
foodstuffs in being — im- 
ported, Although it may be 
necepted that n xerious 
attempt is being made to 
adjust Russian industry in 
the direction of larger pro- 
duction of consumer goods, 
there {s plenty of acope for 
conjecture as to where the 

new policy will leud. 


URRENT imports of con-: 

sumer goods may pri- 
marily be designed to fill 
an interregnum, while the | 
change in the country's, 
productive capacity is taking | 
place, but there are some 
indications to the contrary. 
One of these is the number 
of new oil tankers with 
which tho USSR is at 
present poorly supplied, 
under construction for 
Russia in various European 
countries. This suggests 
larger imports from other 
countrics are contemplated, 
but there is nothing to in- 
dicnte the size of the ox- 
pansion, If tho estimate 
that at present only one per 
cent of internal consumption 
in the USSR js ‘met_ hy, 
imports from’ _outafde 
Enatern Europe is anywhere | 
near correct, tho.impact of 
expansion of Russian foreign.

t Setbacks — 


In The Past Year 


T the end of 1953 

Soviet and satellite 

Communism = found 

themselves political- 
ly and ideologically in a 
position far inferior to 
that which they occupied 12 
months ago. In fact, from 
the Communist point of 
view, the year took a 
course contrary to all plan- 
ning. 

What the Kremlin had 
originally in store for Rus- 
sin. and the small Soviet- 
controlled countries — of 
Fastern Europe is no 
myatery. At the 19th 
Soviet Party Congresa in 
October 1962, and in the 
Slaunsky trial of December 
of the same year, the Com- 
munists Iaid their cards on 
the table. The Soviet. Polit- 
buro and 
over Eastern Europe were 
determined to consolidnte 
the Sovict empire and to 
forestall wl]  eventualities 
against that achtevement, 
including the possible death 
of the Soviet dictator. 

This wag to be done in 
varioug ways: by the tight- 
ening up of party discipline, 
by putting the final touches 
to the ideological fabric of 
Marxist-Stalinist | dogmat- 
ism—to be achieved {n part 
by Stalin’s famous essay 
on ‘economic . theory—and 
last; but not least, by the 
violent elimination of all 
potential opposition. 

Doctors’ Plot. 

The first few weeks of 
1963 left no one im any 
doubt that the Soviet re- 
gime was determined to 
revive the atmosphere of 
1987, the year of the “big 
purge.” Early in January 
the Soviet press broke the 
fantastic news of tho so- 
called ‘doctors’. plot,” in 
which they were said to 


have conspired against the 


lives of leading Soviet per- 
sonalities, 
followed by the discovery 
of other minor “plots” all

Power was divided between

But even In the first few 
weeks two elgnificant and sur- 
prising things happened. Al- 
most Immediately ofter the an- 
nouncement of Stalln’s death his 
successors threw overboard a 
large number of Staté = in- 
atitutions and government 
offices which the dictator had 
created—showlng, symbolically, 
how Iittle stability the Stalinist 
era had really achieved, 


Second Element 

The second new cjement In 
Soviet policy wns a series of 
concessions to (the Russian 
people, calculated to enhance 
the popularity of the succecsor 
regime, The frst major 
amnesty for many years was 
prociniined. The wrongly 
criminated doctors were rc- 
Jeaced, And, in the noa- 
Rueslan republics, various 
wrongs were righted and un- 
popular provincial bosses — 
Melnikov in the Ukraine and 
Mgcjadze In Georgla—lost their 
jobs, 

But not until July 1953 was 
the world able to assess the 
reat extent of the Internal up- 
heaval which Stalin’s death had 
caused. Beria ’ was arrested, 
and the new triumvirate in the 
Kremlin came to an end. As 
chief of the gigantic Sovict 
police apparatus, Berla was 
nearly all-powerful, and it is 
etill a mystery how he was s0 
ensily made harmless, It seems, 
however, that he had little sup- 
port outyide two narrow cate- 
gorles of pdrty members, name- 
ly officials of the MVD_ and 
lending party endres In Trans- 
caucasio. 

Very understandably,’ Malen- 
ieov and his associate turned 
thelr attention to clearing out 
tlieso nests’ of Berla’s suppor- 
ters, and this tasic filled the en- 
tire second half of 1953, 

The ‘antl-Berin purge put an 
end to .the excessive influence 
which the Transcaucasian, and 
perticularly the Georgian, Com- 
munists had enjoyed in Sovlot 
Russia for a very long ‘time, 
They were ousted ‘from_ the 
police apparatus, where Herla 
hod Instalted ‘them with .the 


connivance of Stalin. In purging - 


the Georgians, the regime ap- 
pealed—not too subtly—to tho 
widespread ant!-Georglan an{mo~ 
aitics of the Great Russins, 
just ag It had tried to mobillso 
latent anti-Semitiam in the first 


tivo months of 1993.

Soviet rulers were unable to 
arrive ata clear-cut decision 
nbout thelr future policy, Even 
their most basic statements of 
policy were made only after 
Berla was safely out of the 
way. 

Only then wos the long delay- 
ed budget for the current year 
gnnounced; only then did they 
make ‘clear what fiscal and 
cconomic .measures they pro- 
pored to take, Thelr new ccono- 
mic policy included greater con- 
sideration for. the needs of the 
consumer, greater | encourage- 
tent of’ light industry and 
sense and a rediscovery of the 
lend, . 

The last-named was the most 
important p2 of the policy 
switch. It found expression in 
faircr taxation of the peasants, 
in more reasonable delivery 
quotas and {n a large number of 
rout!ne measures aimed at in- 
crensing agricultural , production. 
Malenkov himself. in his speech 
.of August 8, 1953, was the Orst 
to announce the new policy 
which throughout the sutumn 
was hammored out in greater 
detail by his Heutenants, and 
particularly by ‘Khrushchev, 
M’koyan and Kosygln. 

Revelations 

Their speeches brought mony 
interesting revelations about 
the true state’ of the Soviet 
cconomy. and were followcd by 
a whole flood of decrees aimed 
at Improving the flow of con- 
sumer goods during the next 
two or three years, All thls was 
calculated to convey the im- 
pression, both at home and 
cbroad, that ¢business was going 
on, not only as usual Dut much 
better and more hatmoniously 
than over before—despite Stalin 
ahd desp!te Berla, 

To. what extent is this ap- 
parent settling down to peaceful 
activities genuine? The: infor- 
mation which the Sovict Party 
chiefs have provided show how 
great the difficultics are in the 
material sphere; and in addition, 
the Soviet Communist Party has 
to cope with an Ideological crisis 
which is perhaps the worst 
legacy that Stalt Ieft, His 
death has forced the Communist 
leaders to reduce his. mystical 
figure to ordinary sizd and to 
embark on the dificult o;

This may swell turn out to be

If Com- 
munism 1s scaled down. and 
robbed of its ideological striking 
power, it will no longer be able 
to pursue Its maih alm, that is, 
to replace all the current philo- 
sophical and religious systems 
of the world. : 


The Unexpected 


Developments in the satellite 
countries in 1053 must, of 
course, be considered, primarily 
ngainst the background of the 
political and ideological setbacks 
suffered: by Sovict Communism. 
The insecurity, doubts and in- 
ternal struggles of the Kremlin 
were bound to touch them. 

Nowhere was the situation 
as complicated as in Czecho- 
slovakia, where Stalin's principal 
local Meutenant, Klement Gott- 
wald, died only a few days after 
his master. His successora failed 
to realise the weakness of thelr 
position. ‘They went on with 
thelr old policy an if nothing 
had happened, and at the end 
of May decreed a currency re- 
form which wiped out almost 
the entire savings of the people. 

Then’ the unexpected took 
place. Resistance started. Work- 
ers in the principal industrial 
plants of the country, who had 
been considered the malin bul- 
warks of the regime, stopped 
work and demonstrated against 
Ane Communist government.
